Warrant for Annual 
Town Meeting 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately in the 
County of Franklin: 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town atfairs, to 
meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday, the fif- 
teenth day of February next, at 11:30 o’clock in the forenoon, 
then and there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by ballot all necessary Town Of- 
ficers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, 
one Selectman for three years, one Assessor for three years, 
one School Committee for three years, two Library Trustees 
for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, 
one Cemetery Commissioner for two years (to fill vacancy), 
Auditor, Tree Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, 
and Constables. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray the expenses 
of the Town for the ensuing year. 
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ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1954, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year, in accordance with Chapter 44, section 17, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote that the Select- 
men be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits that may 
be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, and employ 
counsel for same. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote that the Ceme- 
tery Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons, their 
compensation for cemetery work and for opening graves to be 
fixed by a vote of the Town. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote that the Col- 
lector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commission basis, 
the salary or commission to be fixed by a vote of the Town. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to fix the sal- 
aries and compensation of all elective officers of the Town as 
provided by Chapter 41, section 108, General Laws: Select- 
men, Assessors, Moderator, Town Clerk, Treasurer, Auditor, 
Collector of Taxes, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, 
Constables, Tree Warden and School Committee. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of highways under 
the provisions of sections 26-29 of Chapter 81, General Laws, 
and amendments thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $750 for the maintenance of highways under 
the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, scid money to be 
used in conjunction with State or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2000 for the improvement of Haydenville Road, 
under the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, said money 
to be used in conjunction with State or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $1000 for the improvement of Long Plain Road 
south of the present surfaced road, said money to be used in 
conjunction with State or County funds, or both, as may be al- 
loted for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from Surplus Revenue the sum of $15000 for the financing of 
State and County grants for highway work, reimbursements: 
when received to be returned to the Surplus Revenue account. 


ARTICLE 14. To see. if the Town will vote to transfer 
from Surplus Revenue the sum of $145.66 to Fire Department 
Reserve, this being the unexpended balance of 1953 Fire De- 
partment Appropriation. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $150 for Memorial Day Observance to be ex- 
pended under the auspices of the American Legion Post of 
Whately. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
the S. White Dickinson Library Fund income, the sum of $2400 
for the operation and maintenance of the 8. White Dickinson 
Library. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
Public Health Nursing District, comprised of the Towns of 
Whately, Sunderland and Ashfield. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will instruct the modera- 
tor to appoint a special unpaid committee, to consist of three 
members, including one member of the School Committee, to 
be known as the Regional School District Planning Committee, 
to act with similar committees from Deerfield, Sunderland and 
Conway, or any of them, to study the advisability of a regional 
high school. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to rebuild the 
No. | fire truck as a tank truck for fire purposes, and raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the purpose. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the fire chief, with the approval of the Selectmen, to sell the 
ambulance, any money received from the sale to be added to 
the Fire Department Reserve account. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a 
new truck for the highway department, turning in the present 
No. 4 truck against the purchase, and appropriate the sum of 
$2500 from Road Machinery Fund for the purpose.

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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts we herewith submit 
our report for the year ended December 31, 1953. 


Highway work was carried on in a normal manner and 
the much-criticized Haydenville Road had been put into good 
shape, and continuance of this construction is urged in 1954. 
Chapter 81 work has continued to make permanent improve- 
ments, and Chestnut Plain Road (North Street so-called) is 
now in process of being widened and re-surfaced. 


The Flavin Bridge, so-called, which was damaged by a 
car in 1952, has been repaired and strengthened, and is 
probably in better condition than for several years. The ap- 
proaches have been improved by raising and re-aligning, but 
it was not deemed advisable, in view of the limited use of this 
road, to widen the bridge at a considerable additional cost. 
Considering the insurance received for damages, the net cost 
of reconditioning the bridge was less than $1000. 


The owner of the premises used as a town dump for sev- 
eral years refused to allow its use for another year, and we 
have closed it permanently. A new dump has been estab- 
lished on the east side of Long Plain Road south of the Paul 
Duda home, and should prove much more suitable than the 
old location. 
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Under the supervision of the Board of Health, the case at 
Rutland Training Center became self-supporting through the 
instruction received there, and until December, we had no 
other TB cases. During that month, one case was sent to 
Hampshire County Sanatorium at the Town's expense. 


Welfare costs have not been high, except in the category 
of Old Age Assistance, and due to reimbursements received, 
the net cost to the Town, as shown in the Agent’s report, has 
not been excessive. 


While this Board has no authority over the cemeteries, 
it assisted in getting the East cemetery into shape at Me- 
morial Day, and has tried to provide continuing care, but it 
has been almost impossible to find anyone interested in the 
job. We hope someone will be willing to take over this work 
in 1954, as the other commissioners have all they can do to 
keep Center and West cemeteries in the excellent shape they 
are noted for. The fence at Center is badly in need of major 
repair, and some additional funds are recommended for this 
work. 


An audit by the Division of Accounts in June showed the 
books and records of the various town officers to be in good 
shape, and, as the audit report shows, no errors or criticisms 
were reported.

This can be taken from 
“free cash,” and serves as a basis for a fund that can be 
placed in a Savings account, at interest, and be available for 
major capital expenditures when needed at a future date. 
Additions to this fund can be made at later meetings as de- 
sired. 


We will also recommend that a reasonable sum be appro- 
priated from ‘free cash” to reduce the tax rate for 1954, the 
amount to be determined when all “cherry sheet’ and other 
figures become available before town meeting. 


We confidently expect that a small reduction in the tax 
rate may be made this year.

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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


I present my first report on the examination of the books 
and records of the various Town Officers. 


Early in 1953 I verified the accounts of the retiring treas- 
urer and counted the actual cash turned over to the newly 
elected treasurer, and found that he had in cash and deposits 
in the First National Bank of Northampton a total of $71,021.85, 
which amount the new treasurer accepted and signed a re- 
ceipt for. 


I counted and verified the bonds and note that on January 
1, 1953, bonds in the amount of $104,800 were in a safe deposit 
box at the First National Bank in Northampton. 


During January, 1954, I examined the Tax Collector's rec- 
ords and accounts and found them in good order. 


There are no 1951 taxes outstanding, $156.73 of 1952 taxes 
outstanding, and $10,396.34 of 1953 taxes outstanding, which 
is about 13.9% of the total amount of taxes committed during 
. the year. 


The treasurer's records and accounts have been ex- 
amined, verified and found in good order. 


I found that on December 3lst, 1953, the treasurer had on 
hand and due the Town of Whately $58,732.62 on deposit in 
the First National Bank of Northampton, and by actual count 
cash and checks in the amount of $6,683.98 for a total of 
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$65,416.60. The treasurer has paid orders in the amount of

Routine work has been carried on in the district by Miss 
Margretta McCann whose detailed report will be found else- 
where in this book. Her duties have been most efficiently 
conducted. 

At the annual meeting in Sunderland last April the fol- 
lowing officers were reelected: Mrs. Strippe, chairman; Clar- 
ence Clark of Sunderland and Mrs. Armond LaBelle of Ash- 
field, vice-chairmen and Mrs. Roman Skibiski of Sunderland, 
secretary. 

Others serving are Mrs. Theoren Warner of Sunderland, 
Mrs. Byron Canney and Mrs. George Tereshko of Whately, 
Mrs. Raymond Anderson and Leslie Guilford of Ashfield. All 
were re-elected to 3-year terms. 

Due to lack of important business the August meeting was 
omitted. The meeting in Whately in December was devoted to 
discussion of the budget.

There was 
small incidence of acute communicable disease. The schools 
were visited often and teacher-nurse conferences were held 
concerning children who might need help.

This is four calls less than last year. I believe this is the 
lowest number of calls since 1940. 


The Mutual-Aid System was called upon once for stand- 
by during the year. Your department answered no requests 
under this system. 


Of the two house fires listed, one was a complete loss, 
the origin being unknown. The second was caused by chil- 
dren. 


I would like to recommend that any unexpended balance 
be appropriated to the Fire Department Reserve Fund as in 
the past. 


We have a few places within the town where adequate 
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supplies of water are available for fire fighting a short distance 
from the highway. I would like to recommend that the brush 
be cut and a few loads of gravel dumped and the snow re- 
moved so that they can be gotten to at all times. The depart- 
ment purchased two hundred feet of two and a half inch hose 
and ten gallons of Foamite and I would like to recommend 
that money be made available for additional hose. 


Expenditures of the department’s appropriations may be 
found elsewhere in this report. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the men of 
the department for their able assistance and cooperation in 
answering alarms and in attending fires, also all others who 
assisted in any other way. 


During the year, under the new telephone system, many 
alls were received on the fire phone and no one responded. 
After making a check with the Telephone Company, it was 
found necessary to change the number.

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Report of Moth Superintendent 


Scouting for gypsy moth has been done as in previous 
years, but, nevertheless, the moth has multiplied more than 
ever. It is impossible to scout, or spray all wooded areas 
which are heavily infested, with the funds available. 

I understand that there is now a bill before the legis- 
lature relative to cooperative aerial syraying, which seems to 
be the only possible solution to control the gypsy moth. The 
state recommends $582.35 for the year 1954. 

Twenty-four (24) elm trees have been verified as having 
Dutch Elm disease, by the Shade Tree Laboratories. There- 
fore these were cut and destroyed. These trees ranged from 
five to twenty inches in diameter. Of these 20 were on private 
property and four on town property. 

The state recommends $291.18 for this sana in 1954.

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Report of Tree Warden 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The vagaries of nature during this past year brought no 
new storm to our town, but conditions were extremely favor- 
able to the growth and spread of the Gypsy Moth. 


spraying was markedly effective, foliage within 100 feet 
of the roads remaining green, while beyond that limit there 
was easily apparent de-foliation. For the coming year, two 
sprays are recommended, unless it becomes apparent the 
state will do a part of the planned control spraying in this 
area. There is some hope among the older residents that the 
recent 20-degrees-below-zero temperatures may provide a 
measure of natural control. 


Removal of dead or dangerous trees, among which were 
25 of our larger trees, was a large part of our program. The 
major part of the removals was made with the aid of the 
Electric Light Company, which is now satisfied that the safety 
of its lines is assured. Future tree removals must depend in 
large part on town appropriations. 


A substantial increase in funds is required to care for con- 
ditions in the west section of the town. The state engineers 
have particularly called our attention to the numerous dead or 
dangerous trees and branches along the improved roads there, 
which now see an increase in traffic, especially truck tratfic. 


Where it appeared that removal of a tree would create a 
gap in the line of our roadside trees, young trees were planted, 
and it is planned to continue such plantings to the extent that 
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appropriations allow. Citizen cooperation in tree planting 
continues excellent, and is appreciated. 


The tree warden hopes in the coming year to continue to 
work for the good of the town in the care of its trees, and for 
the good of the townspeople, in the peace of mind which he 
hopes his policy of responding as promptly as possible to any 
report or request has engendered.

To the Citizens oi Whately: 


It has been very gratifying to the trustees to see such an 
increase in the circulation of books and magazines, both adult 
and juvenile, during the past year. 


A questionnaire was mailed to all library subscribers and 
a very good percentage was returned with suggestions as to 
what type books and magazines they preferred and many 
other recommendations. As a result, a World Encyclopedia 
was purchased and subscriptions were made to magazines 
pertaining to current topics to aid students in their subjects 
in school. 


Through the generosity of Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus, eight 
story hours were held during the summer and a Christmas 
party, all with a large attendance and very much enjoyed by 
the younger readers. Also, since the opening of school in 
September, our librarian has very kindly given her time on 
Thursday noons to opening the library for pupils of the Center 
school who live in the East and West parts of town. This 
enables many of them, who otherwise could not visit the 
library, to borrow books regularly. 


Much time and effort were given by the trustees, along 
with trustees in other surrounding towns, to put through the 
projected State plan for a Regional Library system. Success 
was finally reached in June, 1953 when the bill was signed. 
Through this our library is able to obtain many more new

books and special reference books which we could not afford 
otherwise. 


Eventually the trustees hope to procure a projector so that 
the many films available without cost through the Regional 
library and the U.M. may be shown. 


We have again found it necessary to reserve funds for 
the control of water seepage in the lower floor, the source of 
which has not yet been determined. Until this trouble has 
been located and remedied, we do not feel that we can make 
any other major improvements, such as an outside lighting 
system which is badly needed. 


several groups of investment funds are maturing during 
1954, and it is expected it will be possible to re-invest the 
funds in securities which will give us an increased income in 
future years, without impairing the safety of the capital.

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Report of the Fire Equipment 


Committee 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


We, the undersigned Committee, appointed at the last 
annual Town Meeting, to work with the Board of Selectmen, 
to purchase a new fire truck, herewith submit our report. 


The Committee met, drew up the specifications for a fire 
truck and also made several trips, on our own, to visit other 
depariments, to look at other equipment and to obtain the 
best possible knowledge we could from them on various types 
of equipment, trucks and their ability to perform — one 
against the other — and we came back with the firm belief 
that we should purchase an International truck chassis. The 
one that we decided upon is made exclusively for fire depart- 
ments, it having many advantages over other types of chassis 
that might have cost a little less. 


We advertised for bids with certain types of equipment 
to be assembled upon this type of chassis. There were twelve 
bids received. Some of the bids were automatically laid 
aside because they did not contain the bid upon the equip- 
ment as we had specified in our specifications. After care- 
fully looking them over, the bids were limited to two for final 
consideration. After taking further trips to look at equipment 
manufactured by these concerns, it was decided to purchase 
our truck and equipment from the American-LaFrance Foam- 
ite Corporation. The contract was awarded last April to this 
firm, and the truck was delivered in town on December the 
twenty-eighth by an engineer from the factory. 
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The Underwriter’s Test was run and met with approval 
and the men were schooled in the operation of the equipment 
and all of the equipment checked to make sure everything was 
there as ordered. However, a roof ladder was damaged and 
did not come through but is being shipped at a later date. 


This truck is equipped with a five hundred (500) gallon 
pump, five hundred (500) gallon water tank, ladders, dry 
powder, extinguishers, axes, lights, suction strainers, forty (40) 
ft. of suction hose, two hundred (200) ft. of 2!/, inch hose and 
various fittings. This truck is capable of carrying twelve hun- 
dred (1200) ft. of 2!/. inch hose, five hundred (500) ft. of 114% 
inch hose, which has been transferred from the old truck.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the Town of Whately, for 
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the period from July 18, 1951, the date of the previous exam- 
ination, to June 8, 1953, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments collecting or disbursing money ior 
the town or sending out bills for collection, were examined, 
checked and verified. 


The books and accounts of the town auditor were ex- 
amined and checked. The ledger accounts were analyzed, 
the recorded receipts were checked with the treasurer's rec- 
ord of receipts, and the payments were compared with the 
approved treasury warrants. 


The appropriations and transfers voted by the town were 
listed from the town clerk's record of town meetings and com- 
pared with the amounts credited to the appropriation ledger 
accounts. The record of the finance committee's transfers from 
the reserve fund was checked with the transfers as recorded 
in the appropriation ledger. A balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on June 8, 1953. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were ana- 
lyzed and checked with the records of the departments col- 
lecting money for the town, while the payments were com- 
pared with the treasury warrants approved by the board of 
selectmen authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 
The cash balance on June 8, 1953 was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balance with a statement received from the 
bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash on hand. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer were examined and listed, the income 
being proved and the payments to the town being verified. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of federal 
taxes and the county retirement system were checked, the 
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payments to the Director of Internal Revenue and the county 
treasurer were verified, and the balance of deductions in the 
general treasury on June 8, 1953 was proved with the auditor’s 
ledger. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The tax and excise accounts outstand- 
ing at the time of the previous examination were audited and 
approved. The subsequent commitment lists of all tax and 
excise accounts committed were added and proved with the 
warrants issued by the board of assessors for their collection. 
The recorded collections and abatements were checked, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, the accounts out- 
standing on June 8, 1953 were listed and proved with the audi- 
tor’s ledger, and the cash balance on June 8, 1953 was proved 
by actual count of the cash on hand. 


The outstanding tax and excise accounts were further 
verified by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were checked 
with the tax collector’s and treasurer’s accounts. 


The receipts for dog and sporting licenses issued by the 
town clerk were checked with the record of licenses issued, 
and the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game and 
the town treasurer were verified. The receipts for the re- 
newal of inflammable fluid storage permits were checked 
with the applications on file, and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. The cash on hand June 8, 1953 was proved by 
actual count. 


The receipts for licenses and permits granted by the board 
of selectmen were checked with the record of licenses granted, 
the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on 
hand June 8, 1953 was proved by actual count. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and meas- 
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ures were checked with the record of fees collected, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand 
was proved by actual count. 

The recorded receipts of the inspector of slaughtering for 
fees charged were checked, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, and the cash on hand was proved by actual 
count. 


The records of accounts receivable of the health and pub- 
lic welfare (including aid to dependent children and disability 
assistance) departments and bureau of old age assistance 
were checked. The charges were listed, the collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved with the auditor's 
ledger . 

The recorded receipts of the school lunch program were 
checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the 
cash on hand June 8, 1953 was proved by actual count. 


The recorded receipts of the librarian for fines on overdue 
books were checked, the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied, and the cash on hand June 15, 1953 was proved by actual 
count. 


The receipts of the cemetery commissioners for the sale 
of lots and interments were checked, the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand was proved by 
actual count. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer's cash, 
summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as 
tables showing the trust and investment fund transactions. 

For the cooperation received from all town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Charles A. Pielock, Chairman 
Whately School Committee 


Dear Mr. Pielock: 


This is my thirteenth consecutive report of its kind, and I 
trust that any shortcomings of which I may be guilty may be 
attributed to the superstitions attendant to that number. The 
report itself covers noteworthy data and discussions, and cer- 
tain prospects for 1954. It is accompanied by other data and 
specialized reports as they have been presented to me.

Besides the foregoing day school pupils, your Committee 
pays out Town-appropriated funds for some few adults who 
take various courses in Evening Practical Aris. 

On the matter of Personnel, we again had a considerable 
teacher-turnover during 1953. Mr. Collins left for a teaching 
position in Springfield public schools after June closing; Mrs. 
MacKay decided not to return in September, and retired; Mrs. 
Powling resigned March 3lst to move to Maine, and Mrs. 
White retired from teaching as of December 31st. 

To replace those teachers your Committee appointed: Mr. 
Joseph C. Harrington to succeed Mr. Collins, and Mrs. Dorothy 
Polhemus, replacing Mrs. Powling. No successor has been 
chosen in Mrs. White’s place to date. Mrs. Dorothy Strippe 
received the regular appointment to succeed Mrs. MacKay. 

I wish to tender my very grateful tribute to both Mrs. Mac- 
Kay and Mrs. White, each of whom served Whately schools 
long and faithfully. 


SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 


The discussion of books and supplies need be only brief. 
They are requisitioned according to need, and are purchased 
readily enough. 

Classroom equipment will eventually need replacing with 
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modern desk-and-chair units, but we do have a back-log of 
the fixed types to piece out those which we have improvised 
for the movable feature by atfixing suitable cleats and bases. 
We have just purchased one new teacher's desk for the Center 
School. 

There is a strong probability that still another classroom 
will have to be established next Fall, — depending on enroll- 
ments. A room is available for such purpose, now in use as 
an indoor playroom. Your Committee is currently conferring 
with the State Building Inspector on a possibility of revising 
the East Whately Grammar School's interior on the matters of 
relocating the lunch room facilities and modernizing the heat- 
ing plant. There is a definite accommodations problem, in 
both classroom and indoor recreational space. | 

Under a separate appropriation (from the actual School 
Budget) the Committee has gone a great way towards com- 
pleting all the requirements of the State Department of Health 
in the matter of Sewage Disposal at the two schools. At the 
East School everything has been completed but a fan-like 
spread of piping northwards from the new septic tank, advo- 
cated for the sending of overflow liquids throughout a wide 
spread underground. 

At the Center School, similarly, though no fan arrange- 
ment is yet projected, to my best belief. However, for the 
reader's information, your Committee has been complimented 
by the Health Department engineer, Mr. Angelo Iantoska, for 
its accomplishments on the project to date. 

At the East School, the playground is spacious. At the 
Center School, that space is exceedingly limited and sloping. 
I had hoped that in some way additional playground area 
could be provided, but am told now the adjacent property 
eastward of the building is not likely to be made available. 
In that building, incidentally, there is being considered a 
project to provide an egress door and fire escape steps on the 
east side. 


EDUCATIONAL COSTS 
The 1954 Estimate exceeds the 1953 School Appropriation 


78 


by $3362.00, an increase of just over seven per cent. The 
outstanding item increases are in Teachers’ Salaries, $1000.00, 
and in High School and Vocational Tuition, $500.00 and 
$1300.00 respectively. I shall attempt to clarify those items 
successively: 


Teachers (salaries) are geared to a Salary Scale, pre- 
senied by the teachers’ association of the three towns of Con- 
way, Sunderland, and Whately in 1952 and approved by the 
school Committees concerned effective January 1, 1953. It is 
based upon one-hundred-dollar yearly increments, in three- 
year groupings, to possible maximum payments of: No degree 
$3400.00; Bachelor's Degree-holders, $3600.00; and Master's 
Degree-holders, $3800.00; and elevation from one three-year 
group to the next such above requires first the obtaining of at 
least six semester-hours of credit for graduate professional 
study in an approved collegiate institution. 


Cost-of-Living increments were first awarded as of Janu- 
ary first, 1953, to bring the teachers up to rates of either 
2700.00 or $2730.00 per year on the previous schedule, and 
as of last September first, all those teachers were placed at the 
2800.00 rate. New teachers have been appointed at lesser 
rates, but your Committee has been guided by the “market” 
which makes a minimum starting salary of $2700.00 advisable. 
At last report, the Statewide average regular classroom 
teacher's salary was over $3900.00. 

Next for discussion is High School Tuition, and for Whate- 
ly’s secondary school pupils, as of January 1, 1954, the follow- 
ing charges prevail per pupil per year: — 


Northampton High School $275 00 
Deerfield High School (Academic) 247 00 
Deerfield High School (Vocational) 192 00 
Smith's Agricultural School 175 00 
Springfield Trade High School 250 00 


Northampton increased its tuition charge from $200.00 to 
$275.00 last September first; Deerfield its academic rate 
from $209.00 to $247.00 as of Jonuary first, 1954; and the other 
rates have been steady for some time past. In providing in a 
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Budget (which must be filed by law in December of one year) 
for the members of an Eighth Grade group to go to a second- 
ary school the next September, it is obvious that one must 
accentuate the highest rate. 

Vocational Tuition is something very dilficult to estimate, 
for the choice of school depends mostly upon the curriculum 
desired. It is a variable thing yearly, and we can only esti- 
mate. Furthermore, that item includes the cost of the various 
Evening Practical Arts courses chosen by adults. 


MISCELLANEOUS DISCUSSIONS 


I have learned that Nurse Margretta McCann has ar- 
ranged to leave for a period of six months of advanced study 
in Boston, so that her services as School Nurse will not be 
available to us through next June. She is very efficient, and a 
most personable individual, and I hope she will return next 
September. 

A year ago I urged your consideration that Whately re- 
establish the minimum pupil-entering age at five years nine 
months as of October first, and thus make that arrangement, 
with exception by psychometric testing, union-wide. A glance 
at the Age-Grade tabulation in this report will show the num- 
bers of under-age pupils throughout the elementary grades. 

As I have reported previously to your Committee, the 
Town of Deerfield, faced with its having already reached 
pupil-capacity in its public elementary school buildings and 
with similar prospects in Deerfield High School within the next 
few years, has appointed a REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PLANNING COMMITTEE to study ways and means of provid- 
ing additional pupil accommodations. 

Legislative amendments made in 1949, 1951, and 1952 to 
Chapter 71 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth make 
the following passage extremely pertinent:— 


“Section 14. ANY TOWN, BY VOTE IN TOWN MEETING 
duly called therefor, may create a special UNPAID com- 
mittee to be known as a REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


PLANNING COMMITTEE, to consist of THREE MEMBERS, 
INCLUDING ONE MEMBER OF THE SCHOOL COMMIT- 
TEE, to be APPOINTED BY THE MODERATOR; and MAY 
at the same meeting or at a subsequent meeting APPRO- 
PRIATE for the expense of said committee such sum or 
sums, not exceeding one tenth of one per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation of such town in the preceding year, as it 
may deem necessary. Regional school district planning 
committees from any two or more towns MAY JOIN TO- 
GETHER TO FORM A REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PLANNING BOARD OR BOARDS. Such regional school 
district planning board shall organize forthwith upon its 
formation by the election of a chairman and secretary- 
treasurer.” 


Please noite that the capital letters are my own, for empha- 
sis upon the most salient words or phrases. The formation of 
a Planning COMMITTEE DOES NOT BIND A COMMUNITY IN 
ANY WAY EXCEPTING TO STUDY the situation. 


The prospective limitations of Deerfield High School are 
typical of similar limitations elsewhere, and many communi- 
ties have already entered upon discussion of regional high 
schools as the answer to their accommodations problems. 

Right now, Whately has no great pupil-accommodations 
problem, for we can open up another room in the East School 
to help in the elementary levels, but in the Fall of 1956 the first 
real “bulge” is due to reach the high schools, and they will all 
have their troubles thenceforward. I believe that a Planning 
Committee, if it can be appointed in Whately, can make a 
thorough study of the various aspects of pupil-accommodation 
generally and of regional high schools as a possible solution. 
It does not bind the town to any action, but it does ensure that 
there will be study made, and it merits your deep considera- 
tion. . 

I do not wish to omit mention of the excellent School 
Lunch Program, managed by Mrs. Beaudry with the assist- 
ance of Mrs. Parzick. It has been a splendid thing since its 
establishment in Whately schools. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That your Committee consider the advisability of tak- 
ing appropriate steps towards obtaining the appointment, by 
the town, of a Regional School District Planning Committee. 

2. That Whately citizens, particularly parents of pupils 
enrolled therein, shall visit their elementary schools. Such 
visits should be made with the full knowledge of the Principal 
concerned; should be made unobtrusively so as to achieve a 
maximum of normalcy in classroom behavior, and discussions 
with teachers should be held after hours. 

3. Applicants for work certificates should appear for 
them at my office between the hours of 8:45 A.M. and 4:30 
P.M. on school days, bringing birth certificates with them. 
They should be certain of their prospective employment and 
of the names of their prospective employers. Any other time 
arrangement can be made: only by appointment, in cases of 
emergency. 

For those whose work is in Northampton — Trade school 
pupils see Mr. Ronka, — I refer them to Supt. Barry at North- 
ampton High School, who is delegated to do that work for me. 


CONCLUSION 


I feel that 1953 was an eminently successtful year with us. 


We encountered numerous problems, and solved those very 
well, and we made very important repairs and changes in the 
school buildings, towards the increase of comfort and el- 
ficiency. 

I wish we had a few more teacher-substitutes available. 
When illness is rife, our teachers are not immune, and I invite 
qualified persons to contact me, on the important business of 
substituting in the schools, at their earliest convenience. 

You and your Committee’s other members have always 
been extremely active in your work on school affairs, and I 
offer you my deep appreciation for that and for your constant 
co-operation with me. I offer my grateful thanks to the teach- 
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ing staff members, to Mr. Orloski, and to all others who have 
contributed so much towards making this past year a good 
one in our schools.

Dear Mr. Osborne: 


Please accept the following annual report of the schools 
of Whately. 


Many times the question may be asked ‘Why Music for 
children?’’ and a brief answer may well be given at this time. 


First, we attempt not to teach music but rather to teach 
the child, the child being the important factor. We do not 
teach children musical techniques but rather bring music to 
the child to make him a better and a happier human being 
by providing an opportunity for convincing musical experi- 
ence. 


By way of answering the question I will mention two 
musical experiences occurring in classrooms of this district 
in recent months 


The first took place at Thanksgiving time when a class 
chose to portray a church service held by the Pilgrims of 
Plymouth on the first Thanksgiving. The entire program was 
planned and carried out by the class both as to subject mat- 
ter and costuming in a most convincing and stirring way, with 
a minister and a congregation represented by class members, 
singing typical songs of the time and recitation of the Lord's 
Prayer with the youthful minister leading the service with ut-

most dignity followed by the serious and sincere Pilgrim con- 
gregation. 


Again at Christmas time, another class room composed 
themselves as a choir with choir raiment, solos, quartettes, 
processional and recessional, singing the lovely Christmas 
carols as a background for various tableaux depicting the 
Christmas story. 


No one seeing these particular performances and the 
spirit with which they were presented could for a moment 
doubt that these children were experiencing music which 
would long influence and shape their lives and be of value in 
making each a better and a happier human being. 


And now I wish to express to each individual classroom 
teacher, upon whom so much depends, a word of appreciation 
for making possible valuable musical experiences for the chil- 
dren in their care.

Since September, upon returning to the Deerfield School 
Union as Art Supervisor, many interesting changes have been 
observed, particularly in the enrollment. 

As this can not be a full year’s report it is, perhaps, best 
that I express what seems to be necessary at this time regard- 
ing my subject. 

Art in the schools is a subject which not only tries to de- 
velop artists, but, more important, prepares all our children 
for the future. It helps to develop skills and enriches the mind 
and life for better living. Over-emphasis of one thing is never 
good. Moderation and balance is a safer approach, even in 
the study of Art. Selfexpression alone tends to make a child 
one-sided. To hand a child a piece of paper and say, “Draw, 

. . express yourself,”’ is only one of the art experiences. Ata 
young age all skills have to be developed so that the creative 
experience will be more satisfying with a sense of accom- 
plishment. 


The eye, mind and hand are the necessary tools of the 
creative artist. Projects and lessons must be used that will 
develop the power of observation and keep the mind alert, as 
well as train the hand to obey the mind and eye. Then in- 
tellect and spirit is in balance with skill. 

Many adults have a wrong impression of Art in the 
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schools. This work is not just play nor is Art taught in schools 
so as to make artists of all our pupils. The most important 
part of art training, as it was originally introduced into schools 
is to develop skills of all, whether he grows to be carpenter, 
doctor, scientist, laborer or farmer. All fields need people 
who are trained to use artistic skills, which must start at ele- 
mentary levels. 

Therefore our art classes have a greater variety of ex- 
periences in the course of study. With the above in mind, 
with a more balanced curriculum in our work, a greater ma- 
jority will benefit and more students will be beiter prepared 
for their life’s work in their own given field. 

I thank you, Mr. Osborne, for your support and also I 
thank the school board members as well as the teachers for 
their enthusiasm and interest shown during these last four 
months.

Dear Mr. Osborne: 

I herewith submit my report as nurse to the Schools of 
Conway, Sunderland, and Whately. 

There were 225 visits made to the schools and 54 home 
visits to sick children. 

The incidence of communicable disease was compara- 
tively low. There were two cases of Scarlet Fever, and one 
case of Rheumatic Fever. 

The physical examinations were carried out by Dr. Rice 
in Conway and Whately, and by Dr. Colleran in Sunderland. 
No serious defects were noted. 

Routine weighing and measuring were done in the spring 
and autumn. Inspections in case of illness or contagion 
were carried out at the suggestion of the parents or teachers. 

Vision testing, and Audiometer testing were completed. 

The dental clinics were conducted by Dr. Glade Hall. 
Many children now attend a family dentist regularly. Many 
others attend Dr. Hall when he visits the schools. Unfortu- 
nately there are still a few whose teeth get little or no atten- 
tion. For two children in the school system the dentist could 
only suggest artificial dentures. It is a pity that this should 
happen before children leave the eighth grade. 

Immunization clinics were held in the three schools. 
Greenfield Health Camp had six happy children from the 
three schools. 

Thank you, Mr. Osborne, for your cooperation, and thanks 
to all who helped make this a good year.
